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GOVERNMENT WILL NOT BACK 
PACKERS’ FIGHT ON BRITAIN. 


Finds No Ground for Protesting 
Order to Neutral Vessels to Re- 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—{ Special. ]— 
Attorneys for the Chicago packers de- 
parted from Washington tonight without 
having convinced the state department 
that tlis government should intervene 
immediately to prevent Great Britain 
from compelling steamship companies of 
neutral nations. to refuse their products 
when offered for cargo at American ports. 

The packérs’ counsel, however, expect 
to convince the government that it should 
lodge an immediate protest with London. 
There were several significant develop- 
ments in their campaign here today. 
Chandler P. Anderson, former counselor 
of the state department, was engaged as 
oné of their counsel. Lloyd C. Griscom, 
one of the most experienced diplomats in 
the United States service until his retire- 
ment a few years ago to practice law, 
appeared in Washington as counsel for 
Sulazberger & Sons company. 

Probably the most important develop- 
ment, however, was the announcement by 
Alfred R. Urion, general counsel for Ar- 
mour & Co., that his firm no longer will 
make any effort to adjudicate the dif- 
ferences with Great Britain in London, 
but will wage their battle in Washington. 

The state department's position with re- 
spect to the new restrictions placed on 
the packers’ export business was oMicially 
explained this afternoon. According to 
the department's view, it cannot inter- 
vene if Great Britain persuades a neutral! 
country to order its steamship companies 
to refuse packers’ products when the 
packers do not comply with certain speci-

Section Reserved for Foreigners. 
Soldiers and bluejackets were drawn 
up in the streets ten lines deep. Amer- 
isan and other foreigners viewed the pro- 
cession from a reserved section, waiting 
two hours before the emperor appeared. 
The imperial carriage was preceded to 
the railroad station by the ** kashikodo- 
sore,” or divine mirror, which repre- 
the spirit of the grand imperial 
ancestress or sun goddess, Amaterasu 
Omikami, and was accompanied by the 
two other sacred treasures which sym- 
boize the sanctity and power of the 
throne of Nippon, the sacred sword and 
the sacred jewel, which have been handed 
down from emperor to emperor through 
gateld generations. 


Tokio Decorated for Occasion. 

Sp-cial flags and paper lanterns are sus- 
pended over every door to mark the in- 
suguration of the happy coronation pe- 
Hod. Streets, parks, and public build- 
ings are decorated with festal flag and 
banner. The tram cars wear gariande. 

From the noble to the ricksha man the 
dominating note is joy and gladness. 
Even convicts are participating in the 
céronation, 100,000 fiags having been die- 
trituted in the prisona 

Ae the royal cortége left the palace the 
thunder of saluting guns from the public 
parks informed the muititudes of the me- 
tropolis, and that was the signal for sflent 
prayer for the joyous departure of the 
emperor for his beatific accession and his 
safe return to the capital. 


Circuitous Route Taken. 

The procession from palace to station 
moved slowly by a somewhat circuitous 
roufe; so that it might be viewed by as 
many people and especially by as mafy 
school children as possible. . 

First rode mounted police inspectors, 
then cavalry of the imperial guard in 
their new glittering coronation uniforms. 
Next came the imperial! ancestral shrine, 
which was borne on the shoulders of 
villagers from Kioto and which was 
guarded by the imperial ritualists and 
high officers of the imperial guard. 

Then came the emperor in his coach 
with postilions. 
Finally came a squadron of cavalry of the 
imperial guard and more mounted police 
officials. 

In front of the station was a triumphal 
portal of green and flowers, which the 
emperor passed through. The emperor 
and court passed over a carpet of beau- 
tiful tapestry especially woven for the 
function to the railroad train, which 
moved slowly from the station while cries 
of “banzai,” ‘‘banzai” filled the sta- 
ten and were taken up by the great crowd 
outside. 


Coronation Ceremonies Long. 

The program of the coronation is long, 
€M indicates that various rites or cere- 
monies will be held up to the last day of 
ihe month. Two of the three chief cere- 
monies will be held on Wednesday, Nov. 
#, at the Kioto palace. . 

The first will begin at 10 o'clock in the 
morning and is really an ancestor worship 
‘fremony. The emperor announces his 
sension to the throne before the “ Ka- 
Shikodokero,” or divine mirror, and in- 
forms the spirits of his ancestral gods 
that he has taken possession of the three 
“cred treasures, which represent the

void. 

He also charged that Mr. Wiley “ claims

Former Alderman Joseph H. Francis, 
forced by drink from wealth, friends, and 
Position to the depths of degradation, to- 
day will place in the printer’s hands the 
story of his downfall, ‘‘as a warning to

“I have not taken a drink for twenty 
months,” said Francis, as he told the story 
of his degra@ation and recovery to Tue 
TRIBUNE last night in his office at 32 South 
Wabash avenue. “On a cold day in 
February of last year, needing money to 
satisfy my insatiable craving for alcohol. 
I asked the Western Fuel company at 
Adams and Rockwell streets to cash for 
me a check which was no good. One of 
the clerks stepped to the telephone and 
I heard the word ‘ officer’ spoken. I ran 
out into the street, but wascaptured after 
a chase of several blocks. I begged for a 
drink and the policeman who took me to 
the station allowed me to enter a saloon. 
That was my last drink.”

Francis has been arrested in almost 
every large city in the United States. Two 
months ago he was forced to place his son 
in the bridewell because he was going 
the same downward path, and the son is 
today cured, sober, and holds a position 
in a Chicago wholesale house. It was 
after his son’s commitment that he deter- 
mined to write his experiences as a warn- 
ing against even moderate drinking. 
“TI am writing my experience with the 
demon ahd how I conquered him so that 
every man in the country’can read it,” 
said Francis. “ It is only when facts and 
expositions about drink are given to the 
public by the actual experiences of a liv- 
ing human being, one who has traveled 
the terrible alcoholic road to ruin, that 
they have any reality, color, warmth, and 


convincing power.”

A coroner’s jury returned a verdict yes- 
terday that Franklin R. Voorhees came 
to his death by a bullet wound inflicted 
by a robber at the door of his residence. | 

The verdict was based upon new evi- | 
dence for days held secret by the polic? 
of Hyde Park. Mr. Voorhees’ movements 
before the shooting were traced by new 
witnesses. It was shown he was at 
Eighty-third street and South Chicago 
avenue an hour before he received the 
fatal wound. 

He took a north bound car back to 
within two blocks of his home. Severa! 
witnesses deciared they saw an evil look- 
ing man follow him off the car. They 
gave a close description of this man, who | 
is believed to have been his murderer. 


Missing Link Left. 

But despite the apparent clearing up 
of many perplexing points by the inquest, 
a strange chronological missing link de- 
veloped in the police evidence.

Chicago Doctor Makes Study of 
Fair Ones’ Self-Torture Because 


of Whims. 


Thirty women who maimed themselves, 
five so seriously that death followed, are 
told of by Dr. Oliver 8. Ormesby in the 
Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation. The women inflicted the tortures 
to gain sympathy, escape arducue tasks, 
or arouse interest. 

Dr. Ormsby says the tesions generally 
appeared on the left side of the body, un- 
less the patient was left-handed. 

He mentions a patient who burned her 
arm a little every day for weeks to “ es- 
cape practicing at the plano.” 

A bride of two months burned herself 

with antiseptic for three weeks because 
she regarded her husband as neglectful 
and hoped to attract more of his atten- 
tion. 
Another married woman, 35 years old, 
gloried in the fact she was known in the 
community as “the medical puzzle.” A 
telephone girl burned a leg with carbolic 
ecid on a pin point so she would not have 
to go to work. 

Half of the thirty patiente Dr. Orme- 
by describes were less than 22 years of 
age. Thirteen of them confessed,
